‘ 
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Sanity returns on 


By Ron Schneiders 
RED MOUNTAIN, CAL., JAN. 5 


` For the first time in some months 


an AMA District 37 enduro has 
receiyed resounding applause from 
virtually all participants. Even 
God smiled on their efforts with 
nice weather and no wind. (Nice 
weather in January isn’t all that 
warm, however. Only a few tough 
kids were riding without jackets, and 
there were patches of snow here and 
there.) The California Racing Club, a 
sort of professional operation with an 
amateur heart and District Charter 
hosted the event. 

The pits. were located about nine 
miles due north of the town of Red 
Mountain, California in the Eagle Wash 
area East of Trona Road. From this 
central point three loops spread out to 
more or less cover the corridor bounded 
by the Naval Weapons Center on the 
East and the Kem County line on the 
West. Each loop was approximately 32 
miles long, so no one had any 
problems with gas. 

The “C” riders rode only the first 
two loops. Loop One was a long skinny 
loop which straddled the Trona Road 
and circled Red Mountain (the 
mountain, not the town) at the 
southern end. The terrain on all three 
loops could be best described as 
moderate, meaning a bit of rock, a lot 
of rolling type trail, a few hills, and 
nothing that a good “B” rider would 
find too difficult to manage. The “C” 
riders probably got in a bit of difficulty 
on some hills, both up and down but 
there was nothing very dangerous, even 
for “C” riders. 

Loop Two went north and 
criss-crossed the Spangler range several 
times. Although it was very similar to 
Loop One, the averages were just a bit 
higher. Between the loops were rest 
breaks of 23 minutes and 28 minutes. 

Loop Three was the loop for the “A” 
and “B” riders only, but aside from 
having a few more rocks and a bit 
tighter schedule there was little to 
distinguish it from the other two. It 
dipped down to the south and traced a 
pattern in the Lava mountains. 


Course marking could only be 
described as lavish in most places. 
Coming up on a tur you could 


sometimes see 15 pieces of ribbon, and 
maybe a bush with ribbon wrapped 
around it like a maypole. Dangerous 
spots were marked far ahead of the 
actual hazard. The “C” riders found this 
hard to understand, but the faster riders 
appreciated it. This area has so many 
trails and roads and so much old ribbon 
that it was still possible to get off the 
trail, even with all the ribbon, and some 
riders did. 

Last year there were some 60 
contestants who zeroed the entire Iron 
Horse Enduro and two riders who 
zeroed the tiebreaker, resulting in a 
rather inconclusive contest. This year 
there were still a lot of zero scores (26) 
so I asked some of the better riders if 
the checks were placed in such obvious 
spots that they were easy to hit on time. 
Even a “B” rider who has never won an 
enduro before and who hit all nine 
checks on the button and zeroed one of 
the tie-breakers insisted that the checks 
were quite cleverly placed. I don’t 
understand it, but that’s what they said. 

There were two tiebreaker checks, 
one in the first loop and one in the third 
loop. It was announced beforehand, 
according to Club Referee Jerry 
McNeal, that the first loop tiebreaker 
would be used for the “C” riders and 
the second tiebreaker for the “A” and 
“B” riders. Not all riders were aware of 
the arrangement, however, and there is a 
bit of unhappiness. Since there were 16 
riders who zeroed the course, the

tiebreaker that was used made a 
difference of 10 places in the overall 
standing! There could be a third order 
of finishers if the tiebreaker scores were 
totaled. As it was, though, Walt Taber, a 
“B” rider aboard a Husky was the 
overall winner with zero points lost and 
zero seconds on the tiebreaker. Using 
the first check as the tiebreaker, Dave 
Evans (who actually finished eighth) 
would have won. Using combined 
tiebreaker scores, Sam Lyman, the 
Mustachioed Cooper Commander, 
would have won, but he actually 
finished fifth. The total difference in 
performance among these three is a 
matter of 12 seconds over two checks in 


a 100 mile run. This sort of accuracy is 
common in sports car rallies, but neither 
the promoters nor the competitors in 
enduros have the sophisticated (and 
expensive) equipment common to 
sports car rally buffs, so when the 
scoring gets this close, winning becomes 
a matter of luck. 

There were still some neat things 
done on this run. First it was accurately 
laid. out at 99.9 miles which allowed 
checks every three miles instead of 
every five. Then there was an interesting 
mineshaft tunnel that the riders went 
through. Finally, they finished the run 
out of the pits to give the over-jazzed 
types a chance to cool off before they 


scattered the women and kids in the 
pits. It was a good sane run and the 
riders appreciated it. There were 332 
starters and 257 finishers, which works 
out to almost 77%. e

The atmos- 
phere was very relaxed, unlike the days 
of yore when hundreds of riders would 
show up and the pace was frantic to say 
the least.

Referee Dick Kouns had no 
problems, except to console one rider 
who thought the others were just maybe 
cutting him off all the time (Hey, 
that’s racing, kid”). As usual with the 
Jackrabbits, tech inspection was well 
handled and the races ran off like 
clockwork. A neat day! 

The tiddler class took to the track 
fast. These youngsters and their 
equipment are a pleasure to watch. 
Todd Brown on a super sounding 
Yamaha had it out with Honda 
mounted Eddie TaFoya and John 
Murphy (Yam). In the first moto Brown 
and TaFoya were dragging it along the 
upper straight with the Yamaha having a 
speed edge over Eddie’s Honda, but not 
by much. In the second John Murphy 
(Yam) mixed it up with them and in the 
third going into turn one TaFoya 
showed his ability by smoothly going 
under Brown and taking the lead. There 
were only five in the class, with Doug 
Nicol carrying the number one plate 
having a difficult day of it and Pat 
Gillen always being in the right place at 
the right»time on every turn.

My 
columns will keep you posted on that 
information, so back to the racing. 

The flagger had an embarassing thing 
happen to him during the 250 
Junior/Expert. While smartly giving the 
white flag, the material flew off the 
stick. That didn’t cause any trouble 
though, and that class, as always, 
provided some of the best racing of the 
day. 

Up front the Bultacos and Mike 
Reynolds. and Steve Fortune were 
having at it with the Yamaha contingent 
of Mike Tidwell, Eddie Beason and 
Mark Prescott. But at the back a dice 
was going on that quite a few of the 
spectators were watching. Walter White 
on a Husky and Gary Woods on a 
Montesa were having a ball and 
probably enjoying it more than the 
front runners, although White dropped 
it on the last lap. Mark Prescott finished 
that round with his pipe dragging and in 
the second round he and Bruce 
Reynolds were really working on each 
other. Steve Fortune got in the middle 
and things got very much: worth 


watching as they started lapping slower 
riders. In the last one, Fortune almost 
tied himself to Prescott’s rear tire and 
really pushed him, but Mark held on, 
shoving his face shield up in a gesture of 
relief as the moto ended. 























For such a small turnout there was a 
fair number of big bikes and to this 
thumper lover the sound of them firing 
up brought the usual chills.

He 
flat flew and another two-stroke, a 
Yamaha ridden by Earl Parker finished 
second. 

Junior winner was Dave Reese (Yam) 
and he really smoked ‘em. Steve Miller 
(Yam) and Charles Petty (Bul) were the 
race to watch, with Petty finally taking 
an easy slide out in the ‘third, limping 
off with a painfully twisted knee 
muscle. 

The big guns, the Experts, were the 
only other class to end up with some on 
the back row each moto, for jumping.

Bottom GP

TEMPE, ARIZ., DEC. 14-15 

The final River Bottom Grand 
Prix of an outstanding ’74 season 
was nothing less than a total suc- 
cess: several hundred souls partici- 
pated in the pre-race party 
Saturday night; hundreds attended 
the day-long event Sunday (100 
riders); nine kegs of Coors were 


consumed; and the Mission Hills, 
California crew made their RBGP debut 
with flying colors. 

The Saturday party was scored along 
with the race, and the sum total 
reflected both performances. Several 
well-done motorcycle movies by Los 
Dos Gross Bros. Valentes were shown 
on the side of an abandoned building at 
midnight. The flicks (rated GP) were a 
positive addition to an already WFO 
event. 

The race, held as usual in the 
ever-popular Tempe Salt River flood 
plain, was aided in no small measure by 
Mr. Dennis Kimball and- his giant 
Caterpillar scoop loader. The 
outstanding jump and water hole were 
his work. Also add to his ever-increasing 
list of credits the destruction of a 
section of water line. Result: a 
self-feeding mudhole. A six-wheel drive 
water truck was in residence throughout 
the day, keeping the track totally 
dust-free and the berms firm. The 
plaudits in this instance go to Mr. Rob 
Evans, noted Guzzi rider and party 
guzzler. 

The races were run in three heats 
each, split per engine size at 125, 250 
and Open. Five-lap motos were the 
order of the day, with scoring by RBGP 
tules: points per finishing position, 
lowest total is best, then a winner is 
selected at random. The 125 motos 
were sparsely populated, with only five 
bikes in situ. After the fairly uneventful 
series was over, a tie for first was found: 
young Mr. Watson (Hon) and Millard 
Branagan (Puch). As nature abhors a tie, 
the win was awarded to Ron “Jet” 
Jackson, of the Jacksonian Institute. 

The 250 class definitely had class: 17 
riders. Moto-AMA sidecars were also run 
in this class in order to add a little spice 
to the proceedings. The 250s are 
traditionally‘ a rice grinder class, but 
Husky-mounted Chris Tyler did it to the 
Nipponese units this time. Tyler’s 
closest competitor was Jan Berger 
(Yam) of Blythe, who won the first 
moto. Loss of the necessary motor skills 
later in the day spelled the finish of a 
not-to-be-realized high standing. Hard 
riding and hard partying Tony Pierce 
(Yam) took second with a series of 
technically-poor WFO rides. High on 
points, etc., but ’way back was third 
overall ‘‘Ringfree” Macmillan (Mon) 
riding out of Mission Hills’ shop. Also 
riding out of his head. 

A one-lap bicycle moto was run, and 
the winner was David Krohn of Van 
Nuys. Second place fell to Peter 
Corcoran while the mudhole took its 
toll from Dennis’ Kimball as he went 
over the bars in a ball of flame. 

Open class- was the spectator’s 
favorite, as the riders opted for 
ego-tripping over the jump into the 
waterhole. Broken Husky front fenders 
littered the riverbottom. An enormous 
battle developed between Tempeoid 
Dave Valente and Sunnyslope’s own 
Ron Whittington (Bul). Valente, making

up with large huevos what was lacking 
in finesse, fell continously allowing Ron 
to blast home for the coveted Open win. 
Dave qualified for third, behind 
perennial favorite Harry Kirby, riding 
out of the Brothers Wonderful Racing 
Team. Harry, last RBGP Open winner 
on a four-beater Honda has changed to a 
Maico and likes it. 

Recognizing that spectators do get 
off on the bizarre, Sun Engineering 
contracted for a jump. No off-the-wall 
bikes for them, a 1961 Cadillac was 
called for. Loaded with assorted heroes 
(Pete Wekell, Mack, Lobo, Benny 
Perez), the vehicle became airborne 
through the eighth tum berm, 
eventually coming to rest on the high 
side of the sixth turn, where it stayed 
for the final motos. Course surgeon, Dr. 
Peter Herwick was in attendance to aid 
in any medical emergency. But there 
were no injuries. No flame outs. No 
hype. Evel couldn't top it. 

The final race of the day was the 
buddy race, where two riders take turns 
at the controls. The winner in the dirt 
bike class was the hard-driving team of 
John Bacher/Dean-o-rama_ Berggaard 
(Yam). Winner in the street class was 
Terry ‘Cory/Brian Pepper on their 
CB350. Falling a total of three times, 
they did put together a fine ride. Well 
done, blokes! 

Environmental observers, quaternary 








geologists Dennis Welsch and Neil 
Suneson, gave the entire operation a 
clean bill of health, as did Sierra 
Clubber Jan Herwick. Positive relations 
with these people will preclude any of 
the bitter feelings evident in California. 

An impromptu four-wheel race was 
attempted after the bikes were done, 
with Phil Shipley the favorite. However, 
close quarters made the event a tad 





shaky, so it was terminated before any 
injuries occurred. The injuries of the 


day were limited, except for one 
instance, to pipe burns, gonked shins, 
bruises, etc. The ringer was a poor soul 
who stuck his throttle and hit the fence, 
losing a tooth and dotting his eye. 

Just wait until the next RBGP. Be 
there or be square. Dingusoids will not 
be invited! e

Every biker even thinking of riding 
on the Forestry controlled land between 
Bakersfield and Fresno had better write 
to the U.S. Forestry Service at the 
Porterville address (900 West Grand 
Ave.) and request the Little Kern 
Planning Unit booklet, as this is the first 
of about eight similar units under 
consideration. Whatever is decided on 
this unit will set a precedent for all 
future units in this area. The Forestry 
Service is actively soliciting comments 
from all interested parties on their likes 
and dislikes on the seven proposals as 
outlined. The deadline for submitting 
comments is December 31, 1974. 

The final plan adopted may not 
necessarily follow exactly any one of 
the proposals as they are listed. In other 
words if you like Plan B but do not 
want the 125cc limit, let the Forestry 
Service know what you want and why, 
and that might end up in the final plan. 

So far as the 125cc limit on bikes, the 
Forestry Service is understaffed and has 
not been able to control the pit racers 
and loud bikes. If we can control the 
kids (their parents should) and get 
mufflers on the bikes it would help. 

It was curious to note that while 
cycle dealers are crying no business, 
Honda of Porterville was the only one 
to have a representative at the Visalia 
meetings. Maybe all the riders and 
dealers can’t attend the meetings but we 
can write a few letters. The final plan 
selected may continue to the year 2000. 
If we miss it now we may not get 
another chance for 25 years.

Who's riding What. 
And who’s 
Pat Hubbs?

ORANGE, CAL., JAN. 5 

The New Year’s Scramble, an in- 
stitution for American motocross 
racers, seems to be cooling off, 
but. there are a few loose ends 
which brand changers haven’t tied. 
And at the CMC's 1975 kickoff 
today at Saddleback Park the 
question of who is going to be 


riding what was one of two major 
topics. 

In case you haven’t heard by now, 
Bruce’ McDougal has left Honda, and he 
made that clear this outing by showing 
up ona Yamaha. Then there is Tommy 
Croft, the former works-Franks rider 
who is still negotiating with American 
Honda. Add to this the appearance of 
Gary Semics on a factory Kawasaki. 
Unhappily, however, none won. But one 
who did, Rich Thorwaldson, isn’t sure if 
he'll be working for U.S. Suzuki next 
week —‘ contract agreements haven’t 
even been discussed, apparently. 

The switch doesn't end there, either. 
Gaylon Mosier, who was riding for 
Wheelsmith Engineering after breaking 
relations with American Honda, showed 
up also with a factory prepared 
Kawasaki. His was the brightest effort, 
snagging the 250cc Pro class from a 
determined privateer Rich Grafton 
(Hus). Although tied with three points 
apiece, Gaylon’s final race win is even 
more impressive in that he had only 15 
minutes of practice on the bike before 
signing in Sunday! 

The same was almost true for Semics, 
who combined a sixth and fourth for 
fourth overall in the 500cc Pros, won by 
Thorwaldson after Doug Sherman came 
up with problems early in the second 
moto after capturing the first. 

In the same vein, both Croft and 
McDougal got off slowly for their first 
efforts. And Bruce, with a seventh and 
fifth, took fourth 250 while Croft, in 
the same class, couldn’t get the bike 
unwound in either race, finishing barely. 
within the top 10. 

Some of the best performances of 
the day came from local heroes who 
have yet to reach the national stardom 
stage, like Bill Rubly and Bob Messer, 
two Maico riders. Both Bob in the 250 
and Bill in the 500, led or nearly led at 
the start of each moto. Rubly held on 
for a second overall after Sherman’s 
demise and Messer appeared to have at 
least a third OA until his expansion 
chamber came off midway through the 
final event. That. gave Morris Malone 
(Mai) the opening for third. 

Saving the best for last, the finest 
showing by anyone came from a local 
young man who has been anything but 
spectacular in the past year or so. Pat 
Hubbs (Hon) unceremoniously nearly 
destroyed the powerful 125cc Pro ranks 
in an astonishing display of newly 
acquired power. 

When Hubbs finished fourth in the 
first moto, this reporter was surprised. 
But when he toyed with the best the 
west has to offer in lightweight talent, 
and dang near came from behind to nip 
Tim Lunde (Hon) in the final, everyone 
on hand was totally amazed. 

Not once, or twice, but at least 
half-a-dozen times Hubbs fought back 
after losing ground in a fierce five-rider 
battle and eventually took over second 
with about four laps remaining, behind 
Lunde who won the first race by 20 
seconds. Once in second, and six 
seconds behind, he started to close and 
was nipped at the checkered by less 
than a tick of the clock. 

It resulted in a tie for second with 
Mike Bell (Hon), who showed his No. 
One plate for the first time. But Bell’s 
fourth in the final wasn’t good enough.

Speed limits are unconsti- 
tutional and waste gas 


(but only if a lawyer can prove it) 





I’m really bummed about speed 
limits. Not because Ive gotten a 
ticket recently (knock on wood) 


but because in 


never seen the bloody limits seri- 
ously challenged, not even in this 
era when their application has 


been determined by political ex-_ 


pediency rather than by reality, or even 
by constitutional law. 

Of course Im talking -about the 
blanket 55 mph speed limit, which the 
Federal government apparently wants to 
codify into law forever. Personally I’ve 
always hated speed limits, an aversion 
which a short sojourn in the European 
countryside during the mid-Sixties 
reinforced. But this latest insult to the 
nation’s intelligence — it boggles my 
mind how 200 million supposedly 
intelligent and productive people accept 
it without protest. 





= > 

all my life, I’ve 
The whole 55 limit thing came about 

as a hysterical reaction to the energy 
crisis a confidence exercise to give 
people the impression that our 
floundering, confused bureaucrats were 
“doing something” about the problem. 
As a solution, however, the numbers 
just don’t work out. At the time of the 
oil embargo, we were talking about a 
supply shortfall of 10 to 17 percent of 
our national oil needs, depending on 
who was doing the figuring. In the face 
of this, we were telling a nation of 
drivers who were averaging some 15 
MPG that by slowing from 70 mph to 
55 mph, they could get maybe 17 MPG, 
That’s about a 12 percent saving during 
the time they'd be driving at highway 
speeds, and at best a two to three

percent saving against the national 
requirement. 

OK, as a short-term panic measure, it 
did its job. The two or three percent 
saving was real enough during the crisis. 
But mow we’ve had over a year to 
absorb the full implications of Arab oil 
diplomacy and plan our reaction to it. 
Given unrestrained and ever-expanding 
fuel needs, we're talking about 20% of 
our supply being subject to blackmail, 
then in a few years 33%, then by 1990, 
over half. 

In light of these figures, knowing 
that most of us are agreed that we can’t 
allow ourselves to become so 
dependent, where does that leave the 55 
mph limit as a conservation measure? In 
practical terms it leaves people who own 
two and one-half ton, 12 MPG 
dreadnoughts believing that as long as 
they drive 55 and as long as they can 
afford gas, they can boogie along, 
business as usual, secure in the 
assumption they’ve done their bit — 
their lousy three-percent bit, in the face 
of a 20% and growing shortfall. I call 
that a giant con game that in the long 
run promotes waste. 

If we want to be truly independent 
of foreign oil, we’re talking about 


| turning that 15-17 MPG average figure 


into a 25-30 MPG national average with 
a vehicle mix that’s heavy on public 
transit, small cars, and motorcycles. 
Yes, that’s a good idea for us — to get 
the motorcycle accepted as a necessary 
part of a basic transportation mix, 
though it probably means more 
government regulation to go along with 
that acceptance. (That’s another can of 
worms.) . 
All this leaves the 55 mph speed limit 
as a useless appendage to a national 
energy policy. But waiting in the wings 
are legions of “safety” advocates who, 
having called for reduced speeds ever 
since it was believed your head would 
explode if you traveled above 15 mph, 
now will use the existence of the 55 
limit as its own best excuse for 
remaining with us. Behind them is the 
whole network of state and local 


_ enforcement officialdom that gets much 


of its revenue from speeding tickets (a 
very lucrative little empire in its own 
right). Next to salary withholding, it’s 
one of the cheapest and easiest taxes to 
collect. Some parts of the country have 
it down to assembly-line efficiency. 

Now that California’s Highway Patrol 
has released figures indicating that up to 
70% of the drivers are flagrantly 
violating the 55 limit, the bonanza to 
quick-witted and aggressive local 
authorities becomes obvious. What a 
windfall to any jurisdiction with a black 
box and a willing judge! 

Yet, to me, the other side of the coin 
is darker and uglier yet. If a plurality of 
us are flouting our disbelief in a law, 
how can a supposedly democratic 


system impose it on us? How come 





“speeding” is a crime in the first place? 
Aside from the “speed kills” slogan, 
laws to enforce speed limits are 
(according to the official version) 
enacted to prevent or minimize the 
effects of traffic accidents. A noble 
motive, for traffic accidents cause 
death, injury and damage to property, 
all recognized as crimes or torts by the 
legal system. However, making speed 
beyond a certain limit illegal is 
tantamount to taking behaviour which 
might lead to a crime and making that 
behaviour a crime in its own right. 

Now that’s a heay burden to lay ona 
legal system based on precedent. (That 
is, a system in which if something’s 
declared legal in one case, it can be 
applied in other cases.) It smells of 
preventive detention, but goes farther. 
Preventive detention means police can 
detain (arrest) anyone who looks like he 
might commit a crime, but according to 
the constitution, sooner or later that 
“potential criminal” either has to be 
charged -with an actual crime or 
released. With speed limits and other 
similar laws, we make some aspect of 
the “suspect’s” behaviour a crime in 
itself so he/she can be taken out of 
circulation with no hassle from the 
constitution. 

Then by precedent, what’s legal in 
the “prevention” of traffic accidents 
could also be legal in the “prevention” 
of drug abuse. Since many drug users 
have long hair, making long hair illegal 
will take potential users out of 
circulation, right? Don’t laugh — that’s 
really the way the legal system works. A 
lawyer’s or legislator’s mind really 
works that way. Anyone with a 
computer and a government-backed 
budget can do a behaviour profile on 
any group of offenders and then come 
up with “preventive” laws whose 
implications would stand your hair on 
edge, long or short. 

See why I think speed limits should 
be challenged? Even if a court fight 
against them did not force their 
wholesale repeal, the legal strictures to 
come out of such a court fight would 
prevent avaricious judges from cashing 
in on the 55 limit.. Then at least one 
pressure group would drop the idea. But 
suppose we won? Why not? If a bunch 
of expensive lawyers could get Nixon 
off with a pardon and a pension, 
any thing’s possible, for a price. Who’s to 
say the country’s fast driving/riding 
enthusiasts (of which there ought to be 
some 10 million) couldn’t raise enough 


legal brainpower for a successful 
challenge? 
Think about it. You own a 


motorcycle that gets 40 miles per gallon 
or better at an easy, loping 70 mph. 
Aren’t you tired of feathering the 
throttle, staring over your shoulder, and 
feeling like a hunted animal? Iam.

your own lane. [still believe it; by 


sticking to your own lane, you'll 
be neither quick nor dead. You 
can have plenty of fun putting 
together racing lines in a lane’s 


width with a motorcycle, and. go 
significantly faster with safety than can 
a car confined to the same lane’s width. 

Yet in California I’ve observed a lot 
of people who would rather be quick, 


Part VII: 
Mechanics of blind corners 


and lane-cutting is all too common for 
anyone’s good. If the shoe fits, you 
should really study these simple sets of 
corners I’ve worked up. 

Why lane-cut in the first place? The 
people who do it go a bit faster, and in 
the heat of the moment, all else is often 
forgotten. Take a simple 90 degree 
left-hander with a 100 foot radius, 
twenty feet wide (10 feet to a lane). A 
safe constant speed/radius line of 122 
feet radius can be scribed in your lane 
without crossing the centerline. 
Maximum safe speed at one “g” 
cornering is 63 ft./sec. or 43 mph. By 
crossing the centerline and using all 20 
feet of roadbed, you can scribe a 154 
foot radius through the same corner 
with a one “g” limiting speed of 70.5 


ft./sec. or 48 mph. That’s adifferenceof 
about a bike length a second. 

For some, that bike length a second 
is all that matters, but to gain it, you've 
exposed yourself to oncoming traffic in 
the opposing lane for a distance of 130 
feet, which at speed works out to two 
seconds in jeopardy. We’ll return to that 
left-hander shortly. 

It’s one thing to lane cut for two 
seconds if you can see what’s coming. 
More to the point. for complete safety, 
you should, before committing to a 
lane-cutting line, be able to see any 
oncoming traffic that will be in your 
line during the time you’re across the 
centerline. For a fighting chance at 
survival, you must see anything that will 
be in your line far enough ahead to take 














evasive action. In terms of time, that 
means about 0.3 seconds reaction time 
plus whatever time it takes to reach 
safety from where you are. 

If you’re already on a racing line, 
committed 100%, distance to safety is 
either along the line you’ve committed 
to (now you see why I advocate riding 
no harder than 75% on the road) or 
along an “evasion curve” which TIl 
work out in detail in a future article. 
That doeesn’t leave you too many 
options should you encounter traffic 
while all hung off, dragging footpegs, 
and wide-eyed. 

The kind of traffic you encounter 
has a bearing on the risk, too, since the 
oncoming vehicle’s speed determines the 
closing rate and time from sighting to 
encounter. Best from your standpoint is 
a vehicle on a touring line going at the 
posted safe speed (which for the 100° 
radius corners I've used as examples, 
‘would be about 25 mph or 38 ft./sec.) 
‘Somewhat worse is another vehicle on a 
‘touring line but hookin’ it as fast as the 
‘tires will hold — which for a one “g”’ 

. limit would be 39 mph, 57 ft./sec. 
Absolute worst case (disaster, in fact) is 
encountering another racer — two 
wheeled or four wheeled — taking a 
racing line through the same corner. 
Considering this last .possibility is 
enough to give you the heebies about 
riding at all, and makes me wonder why 
‘more of us don’t seriously try to control 
access and direction of travel on our 
favorite racy-roads. 

Let’s hang numbers on some of these 
ideas. Figures one and two are the same 
corner, viewed as a right-hander and a 
left-hander, respectively. Let’s begin to 

nalyze the right-hander. The 

| Tanccutting racer is going to enter this 
one in the opposing lane, and if he’s 
committed himself 100%, he’s going to 
be in the left lane on his exit, a situation 
he can remedy if he starts evasive action 
somewhere close to Position Two (P2) if 
he’s on the constant speed-radius line. 
| An interesting thing about this 
corner is that if he spots touring traffic 
anywhere between “0” and “P2”, as 
indicated by line-of-sight lines drawn 
from these positions (“0”, 1C, 2C) that 
traffic is already of academic interest 
because he’ll be tucked well into ‘the 
right lane at encounter. (The other 
alternative, another racer, is sheer 
nightmare, because, among other things, 
the other racer is plain crazy, as we'll 
` see later). 

What should be bugging him is 
line-of-sight “D”, cutting the point 
where he'll cross into the other lane 
again. The rider on the constant radius 
(CR) line is 78 feet or 1.1 seconds from 
jeopardy, a high-risk situation, since 
‘most people simply won’t react in time 
to vary that line more than a foot or 





‘two in either direction. That’s the price’ 


for being 100% committed at constant 
speed. 
L A better strategy is a late apex (LA) 





line, which in some cases is also a faster 
line, since it allows you to get on the 
throttle early and be accelerating from 
deep back in the curve. In this case you 
pay a time penalty in the corner itself, 
but gain considerable safety margin, 
plus some extra “drive’’ for the. next 
straight. The late apexer brakes at 0.5g 
to Pl (thus limiting himself to 0.75g 
cornering). slowing to 56 ft./sec. From 
P1 to P2 he coasts before rolling on the 
throttle and wicks it on from there to 
leave on an expanding radius. By the 
time he passes P4, he'll be doing 82.1 
ft./sec. (just over 10 ft./sec. faster than 
the CR line at that point), but will have 
lost about 0.3 second in the comer 
itself. At this speed differential, he can 
gain it all back in about four seconds 
worth of straightaway. 

In safety, he’s gained tremenously. 
At any point from “0” to P2, he can see 
further down the road (lines of sight 1L, 
2L). He can view “DL”, the point where 
he'll cross into jeopardy again, from 
about the same position as the other 
rider viewing “D”. If that’s his critical 
decision point, he’s got 25 more feet 
and more time to react. Finally, because 
he’s accelerating, he’s only pulling about 
0.75g cornering. All he has to do to 
tighten his line is roll off the throttle 
and drop his inside knee. At any point 
from P2 on, he can pull his exit line 
right back into the safe lane easily. 

The left-hander is a nastier animal. 
(Fig. 2.) If it’s blind, there simply is no 
safe apex-clipping line through it. Worst 
case is at P2 on the CR line. Touring 
traffic viewed from that point is 0.6 to 
0.7 second from encounter, and meeting 
another racer, the encounter time is so 
close to your 0.3 second reaction time, 
you’d barely know what hit you. Now 
you see why I said lane-cutting on a 
blind left is pure crazy? 

The only safe line through such a 
corner is one which never crosses the 
centerline. A risk-mintmization strategy 
that’s a little quicker is to brake deep, 
come along the “safe” line (or just a 
little to the right of it) still braking at 
0.5g, cornering at 0.75g, ending your 
braking at 54 ft./sec. (34 mph), position 
P1; coast from P1 to P2 while tightening 
your line to a one “g” limit at 54 
ft./sec; then begin to roll it on. This 
allows a safe entry in your own lane, 
committed less than 100% after you 
finish braking, but able to see around 
the corner the entire length of the lane 
you'll be cutting as you get on the 
throttle (lime of sight 2M). See 
something, and you’ve got time and 
room to roll off the throttle and fade to 
the right. By point “D” you can start 
breathing, because on that line-of-sight, 
if you’ve still seen nothing, you’ve got 
time to leave it screwed on and 
complete the lane-cut. 

By doing this, you're not, going 
through as fast as the full apex-clip at 
70.5 ft./sec., but you’re not playing

‘through ‘the corner , but 


the corner at 74 ft./sec., gaining a bike 
Iength a second or better on the guy 
taking the “safe” line (which makes it 


worth the trouble), and even a tad faster 


than the guy in the full apex-clip 
(though he’s waxed you on time and 
long gone, assuming he’s still alive). 

Figure three is a bit more complex 
example, though in mountain country, 
it’s quite common: a series of esses with 
a rock wall on the right, and a sheer 
drop on the left. Oddly enough, this is 
one of the safest lane-cuts, though 
there’s one quirk. Note that as you 
approach the blind right-hander, your 
view limit creeps up the road toward 
you, decreasing your avoidance time 
and distance as you get nearer. The 
geometry of this set-up is such that you 
stay in pretty good shape. At Pl, you 
can see both the blind side of the corner 
you're exiting, and a good deal of the 
approach to the next right-hander. As 
you enter the opposing lane at P2, 
you're 2.3 seconds away from safety 
along your committed line at your one 
“g” limit of 65 ft./sec. (44.3 mph). 
Touring traffic seen along line-of-sight 
“2” is 3.7 or 2.5 seconds from point 
“S”, depending on whether the other 
guy is coolin’ it or hookin’ it. No sweat. 

Worst case for viewing is P3, yet 
from there you’re a half second from 
safety and touring traffic is nearly two 
seconds away, when you sight it. A 
racer sighted at P3 is less than a second 
to encounter, and again it should give 
you willies about riding a road without 
being sure of who else is on it and which 
way they're going. 

But again, from the other guy’s 
direction, with the rock wall on the left, 
he’s got to be plain crazy to be 
lane-cutting to a full apex-clip in such a 
place. It’s even worse than for a simple 
left-hander, because corners in such 
close succession always spit you out of 
one firmly committed to the next, so 
you’ve got less options for taking 
unorthodox lines. Any attempt at a 
risk-minimizing late apex line in one 
corner just screws up your approach to 
the next, so with a rock wall on the left, 
such a series of blind esses is best taken 
in your own lane and forget taking any 
chances. 

These examples are obviously 
over-simplified, relatively slow corners. 
As your speed goes up, your time and 
room to react generally go down 
drastically. An evasion maneuver that’s 
well within the confines of a 20 foot 
roadbed at 45 mph will put you over 
the side at 70. Plus if the road is 
placarded for higher comering speeds, 
your oncoming traffic will be closing at 
a higher rate. I watched one fellow cut a 
blind left-hander just ahead of me and 
narrowly miss getting plastered by a 
Chrysler Newport because the leadbarge 
was only doing 15 mph, rubber-necking 
at the scenery. What if it had been a 
Porshe 914 at full chat instead? 

Here’s another. You see a truck at P1 
in a blind right-hander, meaning he’s 
already out of your way. But what’s 
usually behind a slow truck in the 
mountains? Throwing yourself at full 
song into any blind comer, even on a 
risk-minimizing line, is in the end an act 
of faith on your part — an act of faith 
that is on shaky theological ground, 


_even if you know the road and have 


been over it hundreds of times. 

Some people kiss cobras as an act of 
faith, too, but should their faith fail 
them, their death doesn’t bring hordes 
of cops down on the rest of the faithful. 
When your involvement with fast riding 
gets so intense that you’re wanting to be 
the fastest dude in the pack instead of 
settling into an easy rhythm and having 
fun, you're about to graduate from the 
public roads to the race track. Then 
there’s a flagman at that blind corner, 
and you are free to be as intense as your 
abilities will allow. e 
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Morgan Malocco decided that two 15-minute motos wasn’t enough racing and 
came out to the desert. After 66 miles, and bike troubles, he was fourth. 


After 33 hard miles, Beginner Ray 
Roberts (Hon) still had the energy for 
a mild cross-up on a road crossing near 
the pits.

Rick Shirey started the new year 
off in style by winning the first 
DRA event of the ’75 season. It 


was his first DRA Overall win. 


Shirey (360 YZM) had things 
his own way for the duration of 
the 66-mile race. Bill Conroy (400 
Hus) gave Shirey a stiff challenge 
all the way, but never got in front. Back 
at the bomb, Shirey had already picked 
up the lead over Morgan Malocco (360 


Yam), Howard McCasland (400 Hus) 
and Conroy. McCasland fouled a plug 
on an uphill shortly after the bomb and 
lost considerable time getting the bike 
running again.

Eric Spaeth (125 Hon) held the dual 
honor of being first Amateur and first 
small-bore through the pits, with David 
Taylor (125 Hon) hot on his heels. Pat

Shirey’s lead was assured on the 
second loop when Conroy stopped to 
tighten an offending gas gap that had 





been drenching him with petrol. He 
finished. about 30 seconds back. 
Johnston moved up to third, first 250, 
Malocco, an ex-motocrosser, was fourth 
despite chain problems and a broken 
head bolt. Gus Paull (400 Hus) was 
fifth, followed by Taylor (first 
small-bore), Heath Hibbard (400 Hus), 
Spaeth (still first Amateur), Red 
Sanders (400 Hus, first Open Amateur), 
Wes Anderson (400 CZ), and Kouri 
(first Novice).

Italy's vertical twin: 





Odd, you don’t look Britis 


By Lane Campbell 


“Hey, where’d you get the preg- 
nant Super Hawk?” While riding a 
750 Laverda, you learn to live 
with infinite variations of the 
same old catcall. It doesn’t do any 
good to argue, but that’s all right 
— because you know you’re riding 
the closest thing to a British twin 
since you sold your last Triumph down 
the river. 

Sure it’s Italian. It looks Italian, 
even with the Japanese instruments. But 
it feels British with a couple of 
notable exceptions. First, the electric 
start. The starter motor grunts out 0.95 
HP (nearly half again as much as the 
BMW R908), and is more than adequate 
to the job — which is lucky, since 
there’s no kickstarter. It’s go or push. 
Ours always went. Cold starting is a 
dream. Just throw the choke lever over, 
don’t even touch the throttle, and push 
the button. The throaty twin snaps into 
life on a fast idle, which you then adjust 
to suit you for a short warmup while 
you zip up your jacket, tighten a few 
bolts, wipe a bit of oil the whole 
British bike bit. 

Might as well squelch another 
British-ism. It doesn’t leak. However, it 
does drool a bit. The large diameter 
breather tube coming from the cam 
cover passes considerable oil mist, and 
where the lower end of the tube is 
situated, it functions well in lieu of a 
chain oiler. (In fact, in 800 miles, the 
chain never required oiling and never

parts lists. s 
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stretched enough to warrant 
adjustment). It overdoes this function 
when you're really thrashing the engine, 
covering the right rear of the bike pretty 
thoroughly in a day’s riding, then 
drooling conspicuously on the garage 
floor overnight. This heavy breather 
could be a sign of excess blowby and 
not typical of all floor models. 

Overnight nest-fouling 
notwithstanding, the 750 SF2 is a 
handsome thing to contemplate — a 
large motorcycle styled with that 
Italian flair for making bikes/cars look 
compact and fast. The tapered breadloaf 
tank looks like it holds far more than its 
actual 4.8 gallon capacity. It’s deceptive 
because of the huge center tunnel to 
clear the massive multi-tube frame 
structure that angles back from the 
steering head. 

Massive also describes the engine’s 
lower cases, the appearance of the 
double disc front brake unit, and the 
dual leading-shoe rear brake. The bike 
itself is a hefty 485 pounds, a fact that 
forces itself, not always unpleasantly, 
on the Laverda’s riding characteristics. 

It rides like an overweight Norton in 
many respects, and thats not 
unpleasant at all. The road feel of the 
machine is excellent, the frame is rigid, 
the tracking is spot on, and the 
suspension does a thorough no-nonsense 
job of coping with wavy pavement. 

Touring straight up it hearkens back 
to the ol’ Triumph riding, mile-gobbling 
days of yore: effortless part-throttle 
cruising in the 60-70 MPH range, 
undisturbed by wind, rain grooves, 
cobby or wet pavement; constantly 
accompanied by a mild high-frequency 








foot and hand massage. Yes, Virginia, it 
does shake. There’s no vertical twin in 
the world with a 360-degree crankshaft 
that doesn’t shake without auxiliary 
bobweights to compensate (a la 
Yamaha). It’s a solid-feeling, slightly 
harsh ride that can get to you after two 
or three hours without a break. 

The. 750cc single overhead-cam 
engine (rated at 65 HP) on our test bike 
felt very strong and responsive off idle, 
went into something of a flat spot at 
midrange, then got on the pipe and sang 
on up to red-line. Little twitches of 
throttle at low RPM produced great 
responsive urges of thrust, ideal for 
working quickly and quietly through 
traffic with a minimum of ruffled 
feathers in your wake. Yet the response 
to great handfuls was very little 
response at all. n that respect, it did at 
times remind us of an overgrown Super 
Hawk. It’s neither a stoplight dragon 
nor a ton-up streaker (though it will 
break 100 in a leisurely fashion that 
again reminded us of our old TR6R 
Triumph). Instead, it’s a comfortable 
engine to work with to cover lots of 
ground at quasi-legal speeds, with but a 
modicum of stress. With a triplex 
primary chain, a duplex cam chain and 
everything else designed on a matching 
scale, somebody figured for this engine 
to live a long time. 

The bars are low and wide, situated 
comfortably in relation to footpegs and 
seat. The clutch feel is medium-heavy, 
the throttle throw longer than we like 


(almost two handfuls), shifting is 
medium-stiff and positive and the 
brakes — ah, the brakes. They are 


strong. They’re considerably stronger 
than the MT 11 Pirelli tires our test bike 
was fitted with. 

The rear brake has an unusual 
coupling linkage between the two brake 
cams on the dual-leading-shoe backing 
plate: a spring-loaded rather than a rigid 
link rod. It makes some sense in theory, 
as a rigid link on a DLS brake is difficult 
to adjust for perfectly synchronous 
brake shoe actuation. Ours had 
excellent initial feel, but had a tendency 
to grab suddenly, at medium pressure, 
as weight transfers forward, and the 
spring link might aggravate that. It’s 
hard to pin down. The dual front disc 
unit will squall the tire with two fingers. 
Enough said. 

The Pirellis don’t seem to have the 
dry-pavement grip of, say, a Dunlop 
TT100, but they are far more forgiving 
tires on wet or dirty pavement. With 
some 2800 miles on the meter, however, 
they were getting visibly worn in the 
center rib area — maybe 40% tread left. 
Part of this wear pattern comes from 
having humongous brakes. 

In the cornering department, the 
Laverda is really fine, with a couple of 
qualifiers. One of these is tied to the 
overall weight. This exceedingly stable 
motorcycle is a handful to throw down 
and pick up quickly. This limits your 
speed through extremely tight, twisty 
stuff, but once set, roadholding and 
steering are spot on. For a big boomer, 
it’s relatively narrow and basic cornering 
clearance is good, but you will ground 
the somewhat bulbous exhaust 
crossover pipe on both sides if you 
don’t hang off. You lay it into one of 
those 50-60 MPH sweepers in about 
third gear, feathering the throttle, settle 
your body to the low side, drop a knee 
and it will tighten up if you want to; it 
just feels so fine. 

Watch it with any abrupt braking or 
acceleration: The front wheel with the 
dual discs is a hefty rotating mass, heavy 
enough that sudden slowing or speeding 
up of that mass will pull the steering 
one way or the other. It’s noticeable 
enough that smoothness really counts. 
Sometimes this phenomenon (part of 
the mechanics of gyros) can be made to 
work for you, as when a dab of front 
braké will make the bike set up for a 
left turn more quickly. Best to know 
what you’re doing, as the hazard in such 
a move is obvious. 

While all this hanky-panky is going 
on, of course, the Laverda is shaking in 
tune with the engine. It’s not a down 
and dirty shake like an old 
rigid-mounted Norton — it’s more of a 
mild high to mid-frequency massage 
reminiscent of a good taut Triumph. 
Though not grossly annoying, it does 
loosen things. For the record, in 800 
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Heart of a plump lady. Hold the Pregnant Honda jokes, please. 
The right-hand shift will have to be jacked around to meet Federal standards. 





miles we lost: a connector from the rear 
brake-light switch (the front switch still 
brought the brake light on), one license 
plate bolt, and one rear turn signal when 
its mounting clamp split. 

The toolkit resides under the side 
panels, with access by removing a single 
thumbscrew either side. The rear shocks 
have that luxury touch, an adjusting 
lever for easy preload setting. 
Maintenance on the beast is pretty 
straightforward, and they give you an 
owner’s manual that’s a cross between a 
compact shop manual and a complete 
parts list with very good exploded 
diagrams of all components. It’s first 
rate, and it’s meant to be used, because 
this motorcycle, big and durable as it 
looks, won’t stay trouble free if you 
ignore it. 

It all sounds so familiar, doesn’t it? 
To a confirmed Anglophile, it was a 
really delightful ride. Combining all of 
the virtues and only half the vices of a 
big touring British twin, it rates as a net 
improvement. Like they used to say 
about Triumph, its an expert’s 
motorcycle, and not everybody will 
want one. 

Laverdas and parts for same should 
be in better supply than in past years, 
and the factory has enough confidence 
to double the warranty period for 1975. 
It’s certainly a far cry from the time 
they called ‘em “American Eagles.” For 
that, we can all be thankful. e

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., DEC. 28 


Husqvarna’s Dynamic Duo team 


of Mitch Mayes and A.C. Bakken 


took first by almost a 30-minute

Association’s “20 Mule Team 
200.” 

Picking up class wins in the 
inaugural DRA Pro race were 


Doug Winchell and Ron Holst (250 Bul) 
and Phil Stumbo and Jim Roberts (175 
Pent). Kevin Hasten (400 CZ) was the 
first solo finisher. 


The scenario took place out of 
Galileo Park on a snowy, foggy 
morning. The life expectancy of a pair 
of goggles was two miles — maximum. 
There were 30 team and solo starters, 
down from promoter Ron Burpo’s 
expectations, but there were over 50 of 
the best riders around. 


Tom Brooks (360 Bul) was the leader 
at the bomb, followed by Bob Balentine 
(400 Hus), Mark Adent (250. Pen), 
Wayne Cook (250 Hon) and Bakken. 
Between Checks One and Two, 
Balentine crashed and injured his arm. 
The injury was not serious, but it cost 
him and his partner Art Knapp a lot of 
time. Cook moved up to second, ahead 
of Adent. Bill Conroy (400 Hus) and 
Bryan Breker (360 Bul) moved past 
Bakken for fourth and fifth. However, 
at the 25-mile mark, Bakken was 
already leading the pack, in front of

Adent and Brooks. 

Preston Gerber, down from Utah, 
pushed his big-bore Bul into fourth after 
Brooks dropped out. Breker did a lot of 
passing between Checks Three and 
Four, achieving second at that point. In 
the tight stuff, Breker moved ahead of 
A.C., but Bakken got him back before 
the end of the loop and smoked into the 
pits with a two-second lead. Adent, 
Winchell, Jeff Wright (175 Puc), Hasten 
and Conroy came through next. 

The Sportsman class started shortly 
after the Pros and were led convincingly 
through the first loop by Dennis Greene 
(250 Yam), who came through 14th 
overall among the Pros. Greene lost 
eight minutes changing a flat tire and he 
charged out of the pits two minutes 
behind the Jim Irby/Morgan Malocco 
360 Yamaha. : 

Mayes, (who is rumored to be such a 
bad rider that he doesn’t even know 
how to shut the throttle off), picked up 
a several minute lead on the second 
50-mile go around. Breker, riding solo, 
held onto second. Breker was supposed 
to ride with Hoyt Statham on a Husky. 
When Statham didn’t show, Breker dug 
his slightly thrashed Bul out of the van 
and went it alone. Carl Cranke took 
over for Adent and held third, ahead of

were running fifth. 

Wright moved past Adent into third 
on the third loop, otherwise there was 
little position change. 

The final loop radically changed the 
established order. Mayes stretched out 
his lead. Breker made it to the last 
check before his bike expired. The 
Wright/Cannady Puch broke a flywheel. 
The Adent/Cranke Penton dropped out. 
Kirker suffered the mechanical blues as 
well, and though Andy brought his 
number plate to the finish, it was minus 
the motorcycle, alas. Gerber’s partner 
Dave Blaylock fell and broke his leg, the 
only serious injury of the day. 

Mayes came into the finish, front 
wheel waving in the air. The Dynamic 
Duo had time to strip off their riding 
gear, munch doughnuts, and talk about 
the race with bystanders, reporters and 
George Elliot, editor of Popular Cycling, 
the magazine that had sponsored the 
Mayes/Bakken entry (George was head 
cheerleader). 

Minutes ticked by, and second place 
was overdue. A couple of lapped 
Sportsman riders came through, but it 
was almost 30 minutes before the 
Bultaco of Doug Winchell and Ron 
Holst came into the finish area, their 
steady pace netting them second OA, 
first 250. In for third was the 
Cook/Steve Holladay Honda, a Tom 
Sawyer-sponsored machine. Cook was 
running very well on the first loop, until 
he threw a chain. The chain punched a 
hole in the case, and addition to the 
time Wayne lost remounting the chain, 
the bike required a quart of 
transmission oil every 50 miles. Dan 
Dawson and his brother Jim teamed ‘up 
on their Mission Hills 
Sportcycle-sponsored 250 Husky to 
take fourth, passing the Maze Bros.’ Bul 
on the steep downhill just before the 
finish.

Mayes said it was “the best desert 
race in a long time.” Cook echoed his 
feelings, saying it was the best desert 
race he’d been to in years. Despite the 
miserable visibility on the first two 
loops, none of the riders had any 
problem following the course. 

Jim Irby and Morgan Malocco kept it 
up to win the Sportsman race, followed 
by the Heath Hibbard/Gus Paull 400 
Husky. Greene was the first solo rider, 
finishing in third. 

The DRA will offer two more Pro 
races, one this spring, the other this fall.

DRA “rare” desert 
scrambles

SOGGY DRY LAKE, CAL., DEC. 15 
Outrageously blue skies and air 
crisp as a frozen cracker made the 
desert a fine place to be this 
weekend and racing was the thing 
to be doing. Saturday DRA in- 
vited its top 50-riders to battle for 
a massive silver cup and Kevin, 
Hasten beat out Mark Adent for 
the honors. Sunday all of the other 
riders had their shot at the same course 
used by the Silver Cup racers, a type of 
course that DRA calls a “Rare Desert 
Scrambles.” It was a two-loop course 
with loop one being 14 miles long and 
loop two only 9 miles. Everybody did 
the first loop once and the second two, 
three, or four times depending on class. 

The start headed north through the 
mountains. The first five miles were 
mostly flat drainage basin and very fast 
riding. However, no matter which way 
lyou cross a drainage basin, you will 
ways find an intersecting ditch. Cross 
me of these unseen in the dust and you 
lo a curious little dance on your front 
heel. It’s called the “Omigawd, this is 
onna hurt,” one-step. 

Things slowed down a little to allow 
ou to hop ridges behind the 
ountains. Then, there was this little 
nd wash — actually it was more like a 
eandering stream bed, full of crooks 
d bends. It was strictly one bike wide 
d the walls were studded with lurking 
ocks that would eat anyone who 











crowded or tried to pass. Damp sand a 
few inches down gave perfect traction 
for fast turns but there was enough dust 
on top to boggle the rider behind you. 
This stretched out the pack and gave the 
leaders a big edge. 

Loop two was on the other side of 
the road and was quite different. The 
first three miles were flat-out fast, but 
choppy enough to keep you on the pegs 
all the way. Then a very broad uphill 
turn led up into the rock ridge for six 
miles of motocrossing through tight 
bermed turns, whoop-dee-dos and 
fallaway jumps led back to the finish 
line. Now you turn around and do that 
one, two, or three more times — a very 
tiring loop for most riders. 

First off on Sunday morning, the 
0-200 Beginners had a good race 
developing between S. Metcalf and B.

Perkins, with Perkins taking the 
eventual win. The next race matched 
more Beginners in the 250-Open classes. 
There was some confusion as the leaders 
came down out of the rocks where the 
convoluted course passed close to an 
earlier portion of itself. Some of the 
less-experienced riders followed the dust 
instead of the course and found 
themselves going backwards. These few 
were straightened out quickly and the 
leaders only had lapping traffic to 
contend with. Tom Harmon was the 
leader all the way with E. Smith hot in 
his tracks. Sewing up third was J. Pfaff 
followed by K. Fauth in fourth and D. 
Weller, fifth. 

The first three finishers in the next 
race rode Open class bikes. Perhaps the 
extra horsepower was demanded by the 
extra loop that this all-Novice group had 
to ride. Whatever the reason, Ed Mundy 
found the extra that was needed, and 
took a well-ridden first and $25. 

In the last race, all of the Amateurs 
and Experts rode together, but Kevin 
Hasten and Mark Adent remembered 
the course from yesterday and were well 
on their way to a repeat performance 
until the third lap. Shortly before the 
end of that lap, a playrider calling itself 
“Little Dingbat” or something like that, 
got between Hasten and Adent and 
forced Mark into the rocks, where his 
wheel was destroyed. Fortunately, Mark 
was not hurt; unfortunately, neither was 
the playrider. Rick Shirey took over 
second but didn’t have enough time left 
to close up Hasten’s giant lead. So 
Hasten took the win and the $100 and 
Shirey, riding what appeared to be a 
stock Yamaha Enduro complete with 
lights and turnsignals, took second and 
$50. e

Albert dominated 
the Expert and Amateur classes on his 
three Yamahas, taking trophies in the 
125 Amateur and 500 Amateur action. 

Another Amateur, Terry 
Wyrembeck, was a double threat to the 
Experts, taking first on the half-mile 
and second in TT with hot and heavy 
competition. 

Scott Smith flew off the jump 
holding onto his handlegrips — and not 
his handlebars — to do a spectacular 
crash, but came back strong to win the 
250 Expert TT main and a third in the 
half-mile. He also copped the coveted 
sweepstakes’ trophy, saying, “It’s all in a 
day’s ride!” 

Earl Roloff and Mike Laney dueled 
for first place in HRA points standings 
as they have for the past five years! 
Laney will give his Number Two plate 
to Earl and will wear the Number One 
plate when HRA oe its 1975 racing 
season this month..

Kerry Peterson, 
teammate of Mock’s, also took two first 
places, in the 400 stock and the 400 
modified classes. It was Peterson who 
pulled off the big win of the day, taking 
the top eliminator trophy away from 
the big bikes.
